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LOS ANGELES (AP) — With the future of their popular 
television series in doubt, actor Jack Albertson urged 
friends at the funeral of co-star Freddie Prinze not to 
“mourn his death, rather let us celebrate his life .. . ” 
Those emotion-choked words ended a eulogy Monday by 
Albertson, who appeared in the “Chico and the Man 
television series that brought the 22-year-old comedian 
ift 
------ 
fame Prinze died Saturday, 33 hours after putting a bullet 
through his head. 
Jam es Komack, executive producer of the series, was 
scheduled to discuss the popular show today with network 
officials. Nine episodes have been televised so far this 
season and five more have been taped. 


Albertson told nearly 1,000 persons inside and outside 
the Old North Church here that Prinze should be 
remembered for his “awesome talent, that illuminating 
smile.” 
Albertson said those who loved Prinze could only try to 
understand “the private demons that prodded his emo­ 
tions from deep despair at one moment to explosive good 
humor the next. ” 
Singer Tony Orlando, Prinze’s closest friend, found an 
occasion for hope. 
“ Freddie is exactly where he wants to be, 
the enter­ 
tainer said in his eulogy “ We are saddened today by his 
terrestrial departure Rejoice in his heavenly breath ” 


Prinze shot himself in a fit of despair that many sup­ 
posed was caused by the recent breakup of his marriage. 
But Orlando said his friend s problems were more com­ 
plex 
“ Freddie was in turmoil, he was suffering much pain, 
Orlando said “It was not the marriage. His problem was 
so complicated that no man should even try to figure it 
out.” 
After the funeral, hundreds of fans formed a line as the 
grieving family left the chapel for a private burial.

Reagan opens political shop: 
'Citizens for the Republic' 


Balloonist

WASHINGTON (AP) - Ronald 
Reagan is opening a new political 
shop with up to $1 million to invest in 
th e c a u s e of 
c o n s e r v a t i v e 
Republican candidates and princi­ 
ples. 
Citizens for the Republic, based in 
Santa Monica, Calif., is being 
founded with campaign funds left 
over from Reagan’s unsuccessful 
quest for the Republican presidential 
nomination. 
With 
a 
substantial 
bankroll, 
Reagan at the helm, and his cam­ 
paign chieftains deciding where the 
money goes, the new organization 
will be significant in shaping the 
course of the GOP. 
Organizational papers filed with 
the Federal Election Commission 


list Reagan as the chairman of 
Citizens for the Republic, and Sen. 
Paul Laxalt of Nevada as chairman 
of its steering committee 
Laxalt was chairman of Citizens 
for Reagan, the presidential cam­ 
paign committee for the former 
California governor. Under federal 
election laws, the old Reagan 
organization simply changed its 
name and function, and now can in­ 
vest its funds in the campaigns of 
1978 candidates chosen by its 
leaders. 
Lyn Nofziger, a Reagan campaign 
aide now serving as executive direc­ 
tor of Citizens for the Republic, said 
the money will be used only in behalf 
of Republicans. “ We intend to be a 
Republican group, and we hope to 


work within the framework of the 
party,” he said. 
He said Reagan and the steering 
committee, its roster yet to be filled, 
will decide which Republican can­ 
didates to support. 
The new group also will produce 
literature and perhaps broadcasts to 
promote the conservative GOP view­ 
point. “Our purpose is to try to help 
broaden the conservative Republican 
base.” he said. 
R eagan m aintains that the 
Republican future should be a con­ 
servative one, and has spoken of a 
New Republican Party built on that 
premise. 
Citizens for the Republic will be a 
vehicle for him as well as his view­ 
points,

The Claremont Police Dept, and 
the city engineering division have 
reviewed the proposal and have no 
specific concerns relating to the 
request. 


The city staff has noted in a memo 
that a restaurant is permitted as a 
matter of right in a freeway com­ 
mercial district, but that the on-sale 
of any alcoholic beverage in conjunc­ 
tion with a restaurant requires a use 
permit. 


The proposed restaurant will have 
a seating capacity of about 140 
persons with a provision for 50 park­ 
ing spaces.

Sinnott murder trial 
defense opens today

apartment in Diamond Bar. Sinnott 
was arrested several days later at 
his home in Tempe.

Blumenthal was called before the 
House Appropriations Committee to­ 
day to answer questions about 
Carter’s plan. 
One economic forecasting firm is 
warning that if the cold wave con­ 
tinues, it might wipe out nearly all of 
the effect of Carter s first-year 
economic stimulation program of 
$15 5 billion. 
Michael K. Evans, president of 
Chase Econom etrics Associates, 
said Monday that if abnormally cold 
weather continues through March, 
consumers would be forced to pay $8 
billion in added beating bills for the 
first and second quarters, and $7 
billion in extra food costs to cover 
higher prices caused by weather- 
damaged crops. 


The purpose of the tax rebates 
would be to spur consumer spending. 
Carter has argued that the rebates 
are the fastest method of injecting 
momentum into the economy. 
But if consumers are forced to 
spend their rebates on higher utility 
or food bills, rather than on goods 
they would not buy otherwise, that 
would defeat the purpose of the 
rebate. 
C ritics of the Ford adm inis­

New Hughes will 


LOS AN G ELES (A P )—A 10-year- 
old document which pledges the 
Howard Hughes estate to the task of 
fighting organized crim e in America 
is being considered a possible w ill by 
countv officials. 
, 
County Pub lic A dm inistrator 
Bruce Altman said Monday that the 
document, a contract between 
Hughes and two other men, could be 
deemed a testamentary document 
from the eccentric billionaire and 
therefore binding as his last wish. 
The contract specifies that Hughes 
is to pay $30 m illion to two men, 
Edward M. Barbara and Robert 
Morgan, for “ certain personal ser­ 
vices ... the nature of which are to be 
known only to Howard R. Hughes, 
Fxiward M. Barbara and Robert 
Morgan.” 
Neither man was available for 
com m ent and th ere w as no 
background detailed on them. 
The document, purportedly signed 
by all three men on Feb. 11, 1966, 
said it was to be considered Hughes 
last w ill and testament in the event 
of his death within five years. 


Hughes died April 5,1978,10 years 
later, but Altman said courts might 
ignore the five-year provision If no 
w ill was located. 
The document also states that 
proceeds of the estate are to be used 
to create a task force "fo r the pur­ 
pose of combating organized crim e 
in the United States erf Am erica.” 
The task force is to hire the Los 
Angeles sheriff and chief of police at 
annual salaries of $200,000 each, ac­ 
cording to the document. 
Altman said the document, which 
is signed, witnessed and notarized, is 
more likely to be legitim ate than any 
other purported Hughes w ill he has 
seen, the San Gabriel Valley Tribune 
said in its Sunday editions. He said 
the document has been examined by 
authorities and turned over to the 
county clerk’s office for safekeeping 
“ We asked our county counsel 
whether or not it could be construed 
as a w ill and they indicated it could 
be construed as a testam entary 
document, which means the last 
wishes of a person who died,” 
Altman said.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) 
— The chief justice of the 
state Supreme Court steps 
down today, retiring after 
a career highlighted by his 
lead on two occasions in 
opinions striking down 
California death penalty 
laws 
Donald R. Wright, one 
day shy of his 70th birth­ 
day, leaves the post to 
which he was appointed in 
1970 by then Gov. Ronald 
Reagan 
Wright, with the ap­ 
proval of other associate 
justices, named Matthew 
Tobriner acting chief 
justice of the high court 
In appointing his fellow 
Republican. Reagan ap­ 
plauded Wright as an ad­ 
v o c a te of ‘‘J u d ic ia l 
restraint,” but later was 
angered by several rulings 
Wright either wrote or con­ 
curred in, including the 
death penalty decisions 
and rulings that thwarted 
cutbacks in welfare ser­ 
vices. 
In 1972, Reagan accused 
the court of placing itself 
“above the will of the 
people,” after its 6-1 deci­ 
sion against the death 
penalty. 
A revised law later pas­ 
sed by the legislature was 
struck down by the court 
last year in a ruling citing 
a recent decision by the 
U S Supreme Court. 
Wright and Reagan 
clashed again when the 
chief justice asserted his 
"obligation is to the 
judiciary,” and tried in 
vain to block the nomina 
Uons of Herbert Ashby to 
the state Court of Appeal 
and William P. Clark, Jr. 
to the Supreme Court. 
Both Wright and Justice 
Raymond L. Sullivan, who 
retired Jan. 19, will con­ 
tinue to serve on the court 
until cases they par­ 
ticipated in are resolved 
and successors are ap­ 
pointed by Gov. Edmund 
G. Brown Jr.

BROTH­ 
ERS: I knew my youngest 
son was allergic to pollens 
but lately I’m beginning to 
think he’s also allergic to 
foods He’s always been a 
difficult child and I believe 
one reason is that he was a 
sickly infant. Whenever he 
has sweets or 90ft drinks, 
his temper seems to get 
terrible. He starts quarrels 
with his brothers and 
sisters and is truly impos­ 
sible. Could it possibly be 
that this is a reaction to the 
food or do you think it's 
something psychological? 
Since he’s getting what he 
wants — the sweets — I 
can’t see why he d behave 
in such an angry, inplea- 
sant way. — M M 
Dear M M : It’s quite 
possible that your son's 
behavior is directly related 
to his diet. Psychologist 
D r. 
K .E 
M oyer 
of 
Camegie-Mellon Univer­ 
sity says that for an 
allergic person, eating the 
wrong food may lead to 
biting, battles and general­ 
ly aggressive behavior. 
He says aggression as an 
allergic response has been 
well-documented and is a 
phenomenon that has been 
known to researchers since 
early in this century. 
However, the frequency of 
this type of allergic reac­ 
tion is unknown. 
Dr Moyer believes that 
substances that cause 
allergies probably affect 
the nervous system direct­ 
ly by causing swelling in 
the brain. 
Fortunately, it’s rela­ 
tively easy to test such an 


allergy. I suggest you 
simply avoid giving your 
child soft drinks and sugar. 
You might try substituting 
fruits or any products with 
natural sugar. 
I also urge you to talk 
with your family doctor 
about this problem. 
DEAR DR. BROTH­ 
ERS: My roommate is 
beautiful, sexy and a 
successful lawyer.

S.B. county dump 
study is ordered

Concern over possible environmen­ 
tal hazard* connected with the 
proposed expansion of the county 
dump near Ontario has caused a 
more thorough study to be ordered 
on the project. 
San Bernardino County super­ 
visors Monday authorized special 
stu d ie s to be co n d u cted by 
Ultrasystems, Inc., of Irvine as part 
of the environmental impact report 
being prepared by the same firm. 
Cost of the investigation, involving 
water quality concerns and 
bird 
hazards.” will be $10,250. 
Federal Aviation Administration 
officials have voiced concern over 
“bird problems” since the 
100-acre expansion of the Milliken 
Avenue dump would move it closer 
to the Ontario international Airport. 
Birds often hover around dump 
sites, county officials explained This 


could cause problems with aircraft 
at the nearby airport. 4 
“A flock of birds can get in jet in­ 
takes and cause a plane crash,” said 
one county spokesman 
Ultrasystem’s study of water 
quality concerns will include possi­ 
ble methane gas migration from the 
existing landfill, carbon monoxide 
migration and contamination of 
groundwater resources 
Birds will be studied as to move­ 
ment patterns Possible methods of 
controlling the birds will be in­ 
vestigated. and how this might affect 
existing bird populations 
Proposed expansion of the Milliken 
landfill would be to the west and 
north of the existing site, said Suç*- 
visor Robert Townsend of Chino. The 
dump now occupies about 2l>0 acres 
County officials would begin 
negotiations with property owners to 
buy land for the expansion following 
completion of the impact report.

“ According to codes of the in­ 
dustry. the reservoir design and con­ 
struction are adequate — minimum, 
but adequate — and the roof is 
adequate, again minimal, however. 
“I feel the roof design is in error in 
its camber,” added Johnson “This, 
in itself, is not too serious since there 
is some slope to the roof, viut it has 
allowed for the sinking which causes

Back in 1875, Gen. William Tecumseh Sherman, 
writing Prof. John W. Draper on refusing to run for 
the presidency, said: 
“ In a country like ours the president is a mere ex­ 
ecutor of laws made by others, over which he exer­ 
cises a doubtful control. He must take things as he 
finds, them, and cannot purify Congress or the 
Public Administration, though the world holds him 
responsible for both.’' 
This was not always true. George Washington, if 
history is accurate, had his way in many things 
when he desired. And so with Thomas Jefferson. 
These were strong men dealing with a young and 
divided legislature. 
But times have changed. Six presidents beginn­ 
ing with Harry Truman have complained in private 
most strongly that in domestic affairs, that area 
which comes closest to most of us, they had but lit­ 
tle influence. 
Of the group, Mr. Truman worked the hardest at 
effecting change, and at molding the government 
and its programs to fit the image he had in his 
mind. 
John Kennedy probably worked the hardest at 
putting his men in the bureaucracy, high and low. 
incidentally bypassing civil service and security 
check blocks along the way. Even so. he was not 
successful. His ringing statem ents and his 
idealistic challenges obscured his inability to bring 
the government under his control. 
Lyndon Johnson’s approach was different. He had 
been highly successful as the top man in the Senate 
for many years. He was able to work closely with 
both Democratic and Republican presidents, put­ 
ting the nation above party, which entitles him to be 
remembered most kindly in history books. In this 
post he was powerful, more powerful by some con­ 
siderable degree than most presidents 
Yet when Mr. Johnson moved to the White House 
he, like the men before him. found that the clout, 
when it mattered, lay with the Congress and the 
bureaucracy, not with the president. His skill at 
persuasion, so effective in his Senate years, availed 
him little. He had lost his base. 
Gerald Ford came from the Congress carrying 
with him a load of affection as great as any man 
leaving that body. He was loved by political friend 
and foe alike But President Ford, too found that 
Congress, not he, sat in the driver’s seat. Vetoes 
became his standby.

Dear Editor: 
It has been brought to my attention 
that the Anglo community is ex­ 
periencing and voicing great con­ 
cerns about the effects of “ Roots ’, 
the series seen on television, on the 
attitudes of the black community. 
And if. in fact, the feelings that they 
might be experiencing would cause 
any further problems. 
it is my (pinion that even though 
many of us, including myself, are ex­ 
periencing many frustrating feel­ 
ings, we must all keep in mind that 
the main reason for the book 
“ Roots” is giving an accounting of 
one man’s successful experience in 
finding and tracing his roots. Its pur­ 
pose was not to generate any form of 
hostilities or adverse reactions on 
the part of black or white. 


Black people viewing “ Roots” 
should feel very proud that there has 
been the type of strength and 
courage within the race that has 
allowed us to survive and thrive. 
Anglos viewing “ Roots” may have 
some feelings of guilt and shame, but 
this in no way should create any kind 
of negative reactions. 
It is history. We have read it in our 
history books. It is part of American 
history. We know slavery did exist, 
but we have passed that era. 
I strongly appeal to all of the peo­ 
ple who viewed this eight-day run of 
• Roots” to consider it constructive­ 
ly, realizing that they too. have 
roots. And even though they may not 
now know what those roots are. they 
have the incentive to get busy in 


finding out what their roots are all 
about 
I think that was the full and only in­ 
tent for this one man who took 12 
years out of his life to find out what 
he was all about. It’s time that we all 
did this. It’s time to become aware 
of one’s self and to be proud of what 
we find because, indeed, we do all 
have roots. 
This letter is written in a feeling of 
urgency to meet all the concerns that 
have been expressed.

The Investigators had trouble 
determining the reasons for the 
overallocations. But the findings in­ 
dicated that FEA officials had 
received gifts and favors in return 
for fuel. 
The investigators traced some of 
the overallocations to William Zale. 
who was in charge of the foreign 
carrier desk. Our sources say that 
the investigators questioned him 
closely. 
They alleged, to take one example, 
that he adjusted the fuel for the 
Virgin Islands Flight School from 
319.000 to 504.000 gallons on Oct. 1, 
1974. Six months earlier, the total 
allocation was wily 29.287 gallons. 
This sleight of hand, worth thou­ 
sands of dollars to the school, was 
executed not long after Zale returned 
from a vacation in the Virgin 
Islands He told investigators that he 
paid cash for the trip. 
When we contacted Zale for his 
comments, he told us he had never 
heard of the investigation. “ I haven’t 
heard anything like you're saying, 
he insisted. Zale’s superior, George 
Hall, also denied any knowledge of 
the investigation. 
SIMON S LAST GAMBLE: A 
memo prepared only for the eyes of 
ex-Treasury Secretary William 
Simon concludes that the Treasury 


Department has done a poor job of 
enforcing the gambling laws. 
We aren’t surprised. 
Last October, we reported that the 
Treasury had failed to collect 
hundreds of millions in gambling 
taxes. This is money, of course, that 
the honest taxpayers must make up 
We alleged that the Internal 
Revenue Service didn’t begin a tax 
audit on a single gambler last year. 
One reason for the lax enforcement, 
we reported, was bureaucratic buck- 
passing between two of the 
Treasury’s enforcement agencies 
Two years ago, the Internal 
Revenue Service managed to shift 
the responsibility for individual 
gambling violations to the Bureau of 
Alcohol. Tobacco and Firearms. 
Thereafter, the IRS and the BAFT 
waited for one another to crack down 
on gamblers, we reported. 
Secretary Simon sent a copy of our 
column to aides, with the scrawled 
instructions “Speak to me.” He in­ 
structed them to find out whether 
our allegations were true. 
Their response is contained in a 
memo intended to be read by Simon 
alone It reports: "As indicated in 
the Oct. 22, 1976 Jack Anderson 
column, which you marked speak to 
me,’ the current arrangement has 
not been satisfactory.” 
The memo calls the “ divided 
responsibility” between the IRS and 
BATF “ illogical and inefficient.” It 
also criticizes Internal Revenue 
Commissioner Donald Alexander 
sharply for “ attempts to attribute, 
without any real basis, the decline in 
civil assessments by IRS to a lack of 
BATF enforcement efforts.”

immense by the fact that the executive officer may not bé 
removed from office excepting by a two-thirds vote of the“ 
Senate, the same as required for impeachment. It is a job 
protection unique in state law.

temperature (usually it’s too cold), hunger, digestive or 
elimination problems, and lonesomeness All of these 
legitimate needs must be met, and promptly. It’s coping 
with that lonesomeness problem, and variations of it. that 
can lead to the spoiled puppy (and adult) syndrome. 
There is a fine line between touching, petting, and cud­ 
dling enough or loving too much, for that is possible. 
Sometimes really loving it may be to let it cry so it 
can realize in the beginning, when its imprint is most 
significant, that the big world out there cannot cater to its 
every whim.

in the urine will drink lots of water to 
dilute the sugar content. Eating ice 
in large amounts can sometimes be a 
symptom of pica — a disease related 
to iron deficiencies This problem is 
readily treated by taking iron You 
can get enough iron eventually by us­ 
ing a daily vitamin tablet that has 
added iron. 
More likely you Just have a water 
drinking habit. Most people would 
benefit if they drank a little more 
water than they often do But if you 
are concerned, see your doctor and 
let him make some tests for possible 
causes. 
In the summer, drinking lots of 
water and not getUng enough salt in 
your diet can cause salt depletion if 
you are losing salt from sweating a

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Winning a habit 
for walker Laird 


Ron Laird, former Pomona resi­ 
dent and city employe, is a very 
decorated athlete who competes in a 
very uncelebrated sport. 
Laird is a race walker. 
He’ll be competing Friday in the 
Times Indoor Games at the Forum in 
Inglewood — but, a win there for 
Laird would probably be less signifi­ 
cant than it might for other athletes. 
He’s been a winning walker for 20 
years. 
Laird, 38, has won 70 national AAU 
championships (there are 11 AAU ti­ 
tle events each year in walking) 
which is more AAU titles than any 
other athlete has wot in any sport. 
His race walking has earned him 
22 trips with international teams and 
he has been in four Olympics Laird 
finished 20th at Montreal last sum­ 
mer; his best Olympic finish was 
19th at the 1960 Rome Olympics 
The walkers at the Forum Friday 
will cover just one mile — that’s 
called a sprint by walkers, who 
regularly compete at distances up to 
50 kilometers (over 31 miles). 
A one-mile sprint is certainly not a 
favorite event for most walkers But, 
Laird says, “To have it at all (in the 
Times meet) is better than not hav­ 
ing it on the program ’” 
Walkers, like athletes in any sport 
that has not gained prominance with 
the bulk of sports fans, are always 
eager few any chance to give ex- 
jjosure to their endeavor. 
Laird expects his toughest oppo­ 
nents Friday to be Larry (what 
else?) Walker, a member of the 1976 
U.S. Olympic team, Ed Bouldin, 
Mark Randall and Ireland s John 
Kelly Also walking in the same race 
will be Sue Brodick, holder of the 
women’s world record for one mile, 
seven minutes and 11 seconds. 
Trained in Pomona 


Uird, a native of New York, 
currently splits his time between 
Upland and Costa Mesa — he has 
triends who put him up in both 
places. 
. 
“I try to live on a low budget, 
said Laird, who is now unemployed, 
i still have money saved up from 
previous jobs,” including a 10-year 
stint as an employe of the Pomona 
Water Department from 1963 
through 1973. 
He trained in Pomona for the 1964 
and 1968 Olympics, but an injury kept 
him out of the Games in 1972 
the 
only Olympics he has missed since 
I960. 
Laird has recently been joined in 
Southern California by an old walk 
ing buddy, John Allen, who at age 51 
is making a comeback. 
Allen moved to Pomona this past 
New Year’s Eve, and been working 
at Mel Bunnell Chevrolet dealership 
in the city.

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LOS ANGELES (AP) — It may be 
difficult for the rest of freezing, 
snowbound America to imagine, but 
the Los Angeles Dodgers have been 
out like frisky young colts in 
springtime, working their way into 
shape m the warm Southern Califor­ 
nia sunshine 
And ooe of the most eager rookies 
at the informal Dodger Stadium 
workouts, the one running, doing 
situps and yelling a lot, has been 
Thomas Charles Lasorda. 


“I just can t wait for spring train­ 
ing to start,” said Lasorda. the 
Dodgers new manager “I’m going 
to be first m line for the plane to 
Vero Beach.” 
Lasorda. who first joined the 
Dodger organization in 1948 as a 
pitcher, didn t make much of a 
splash as a player But Lasorda- 
managed teams won five pennants in 
the Dodger tarm system. 


When Walt Alston retired as 
Dodger manager at the end of last 
season, following two years of 
thushing behind Cincinnati in the 
National League West, Walter ami 
Peter O’Malley handed the reins to 
Ijasorda, the man “who bleeds 
Dodger blue.” 
Lasorda. a 4 9-year-old native of 
Norristown, Pa., said be intends to 
stick with the same managing 
philosophy he used in the minors. 
“1 go by the Borden theory,” 
Lasorda said with a twinkle in his 
eye. “If contented cows give better 
milk, then contented players play 
better baseball. 
“1 want this team to play hard, 
aggressive baseball, but I also want 
them to play relaxed I really think 
baseball should be fun for everyone 
involved, the fans, the players—and 
the manager.” 
While Alston was known as “the 
quiet man” and generally kept his 


distance from the players. Lasorda 
is anything but quiet, and he’s one erf 
the guys 
Many of the Dodgers played on 
Lasorda s minor-league teams, and 
he said it’s as if they grew up with 
him He thinks of them as his “kids.” 
“People have asked me if I think I 
may have some trouble because I'm 
too close to the players,” said 
Ijasorda “What a dumb thing to ask! 
I'm no better than they are. And be­ 
sides, that won't have anything to do 
with the way I run the club. ” 
Lasorda said his toughest task is 
“keeping a happy face” when the 
team loses 
“I feel like it's my job to appear 
happy and cheerful, even when I’m 
not. If the players see you down, 
despondent, they’re going to worry 
and that just makes everything 
worse. 
“But when we lose. I’m not going 
to be happy. I'm a rotten loser ”

Baseball honors old revolutionary 
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NEW YORK (AP) - It is entirely 
appropriate that in this winter of 
baseball s free agent discontent, the 
late Amos Rusie, a turn of the cen­ 
tury pitcher, has been elected to the 
Hall of Fame 


He was, after all, one of the 
game’s very first revolutionaries - 
Rusie came along 75 years before 
his time Now holdouts and amtract 
hassles are fashionable 
Rusie, 
however, had them during baseball s 
dark ages, when club owners ruled 
supreme. 
Named by the Veteran s Commit 
lee along with shortstop Joe Sewell 
and Manager Al Lopez, Rusie will be 
inducted in the Cooperstown shrine 
Aug. 8. Ernie Banks, named earlier 
this month by the Baseball Writers 
Association of America, also will be 
inducted that day. 


For 10 National League seasons 
before 1900. Rusie compiled an im 
pressive 243-160 record. In eight 
seasons with the New York Giants he 
won 230 games, including three 30- 
victory years. 
But those weren t peaceful times 
for the big right-hander they called 
“The Hoosier Thunderbolt.” Twice, 
he had bitter contract battles with 
the Giants that were never really re­ 
solved. 
In 1896, after leading the league in 
strikeouts for six consecutive 
seasons, Rusie balked at contract 
terms. The Giants wouldn't budge 
ami the result was that the pitcher 
held out for the entire season. 
Cooler heads finally prevailed and 
Rusie returned for the 1807 season, 
leading the league with a 20-8 mark 
Rut when he slipped to 30-10 in 1808, 
management got tough again at con­ 


tract time 
In those days, there was no option 
clause escape hatch. Rusie, 
however, wouldn't be bulldozed and 
again refused to sign. The result was 
a suspension that caused him to miss 
the 1899 and 1900 seasons 
Finally, in 1901, with agreement no 
closer, the Giants decided to trade 
Rusie to Cincinnati. Even with his 
string of spectacular seasons, the 
Reds were hesitant about the deal 
because the pitcher had sat out two 
seasons. The best they would offer 
New York in exchange was a rookie 
righthanded pitcher. 
The inactivity apparently robbed 
Rusie of any effectiveness 
He 
pitched in just three games for the 
Reds The Giants, however, had no 
complaint with their end of the deal. 
Christy Mathewson, you see, 
reached the Hail of Fame in 10)8, 


when the doors opened for the first 
time. It took Rusie the revolutionary 
41 years to join him there. 
Sewell played from 1920-1933 as a 
shortstop for Cleveland and the New 
York Yankees He had a career bat­ 
ting average of .212 and struck out 
only U4 times in his career, a record 
low 
“I’m very grateful,” he said. “I’ve 
been waiting for this a long time. But 
you know, anything worthwhile is 
worth waiting for ” 
Lopez managed Cleveland and the 
Chicago White Sox for 16 years, win­ 
ning American League pennants with 
the Indians in 1964 and the Sox in 
1959. Those were the only years from 
1049-1964 that the New York Yankees 
failed to win the AL title. 
“You keep hoping this is your 
year,” said Lopez “This is really 
something '
